A romantic correspondence beiween 
Fianche Somerset, the “Girl of Mys- 
tery.” and George E. Jobin, who res- 
eued her from drowning in the Missis. 
Fippith June, 194, was revealed Monday 
by Jailer Daweon's investigation of the 
girl's attempt to commit suicide by tak- 
ing morphine Saturday night. 

In the cell of Jobin, a prisoner at the 
Jail before the girl was placed there on 
the charge of robbing her employers, 
was found a note in which she told him 
not to get himeelf into any trouble on 
her acoount, as she would probably 
have to @o to an asylum. Parts of a 
long letter prepared by Jobin for the 
girl's perusal were also found. In it 
he promises to get her out of Jail by 
the use of money when he himalf is 
free again. 

In Blanche Somerset's cell were found 
the fragments of a bed sheet she had 
torn into strips, with the apparent. in- 
tention of hanging herself if the mor. 
phine failed to kill her. 

“I took the drug because I wanted to 
fie.’ ehe said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter at the hospital. 

“J want to die still, but I'll try to 
live if I can see any way to make it 
any use. But I believe if [ died now 
] would go to heaven. 

"T got the drug in the Jai, 
be right to get him Into trouble.” 

While she is recovering at City Hos- 
pital, Jobin is in solitary confinement 
in the Jail, where he formerly had the 
freedam of the corridor. The jailer has 
no evidence that he had anything to 
do with transmitting the morphine to 
her cell, but the writing of notes is a 
breacn jail discipline, . 

Jobin Geclares that he had nothing ta 
do with her réceéeipt of the morphine. 
life correspondence with her passed 
through the cell of a wonian prisoner 
adjoining Blanche Somerset's «cell in 
ihe second tier. 


Aswvium the End. 

The girl's note, found in Jobin's cell. 
was upfinished, undated and unsigned, 
but the handwriting was plainly recog- 
nigable as that in which Blanche Som- 
erset's dairy is written. 

The note follows; 

“Pray do not implicate yourself in 
this wretched affair. It will not make 
it easier for me, but will no doubt ena 
in sending me to an asylum, whereas” 

Jobin’s letter, written as a reply to 
the note, ts longér and practical as well 
as romantic. He wrote: 

“I had a saloon all last summer dur- 
ing the World's Fair, but I got tnto 
this trouble and it put me out. Bo there 
is only one way for me to do—leave st. 
}euls and blow West. I am thinking 
about going to Butte or Billings, Mont., 
where I know I can make some good 
easy money, as both towns are wide 
open, and they are good towns, fine as 
silk. 

“But I give you my word as a man, 
I will not leave unti! I have you out. 
If coin will epring you, which I know 
it certainly will; as money will do 
most anything. and you will be 
Gead easy to get out, so don't worry 
f can imagine how you 
feel. 

“Don't say you have no friends: you 
certainly haave a friend in Mr. Dawson 
and as for niyself; I will show you pret- 
ty soon, as my time is getting short.

RAILROAD WAR 


Five Injunctions Tie Up Steam 


Road's Fight on Trolley 
in Litchfield. 


FAST TRAIN BLOCKS WAY 
Thus 250 Track Layers Are 
Kept From Making a 
Crossing. 


LINK IN. BIG SYSTEM 


If Electric Wins It Will Com- 
pete With Steam Across 
Illinois. 


Five injunctions, issued Monday in 
Litchfield, Ill., 58 miles northeast of St. 
Louis, to prevent the Interurban elec- 
tric line from laying its track across 
the Wabash and Big Four tracks, and 
tO prevent the Burlington and Illinois 
Central from tearing out the rails 
placed by the Interurban across. their 
tracks, followed a scene before dawn. 
in which 250 laborers laid tracks across 
‘two main railroad lines, holding two 
watchmen prisoners for hours and a St. 
Louis-Chicago limited train was held 
for an hour to guard a third crossing. 

The first injunction was issued at 1 
a. m. by Judge Paul McWilliams, who 
had been aroused from his bed by rep- 
resentatives of the Illinois Central. He 
issued an injunction forbidding the In- 
terurban cross the Central tracks, 
but before. the injunction could be 
Served the rails were in. 

At 6 the Interurban company got two 
injunctions to keep its rails from being 
torn out of the space between the IIli- 
nois Central and Burlington tracks. At 
S$ the Lilinois Central applied for an in- 
junction to restrain the Interurban froin 
interfering with the removal of the 
tracks, but this application was denied. 
At 10 the Big Four secured its injunc- 
tion to prevent the Interurban from 
crossing its tracks on State street. At 
10:40 a like injunction was issued in fa- 
vor of the Wabash. 

The Wabash limited train leaving St. 
Louis at 11:32 p. m. was held on the 
crossing at Litchfield for an hour, while 
the laborers, who had ‘begun the work 
of fitting rails into the interlocking 
track, waited for a chance to resume 
work. 


to 


Freight Replaces Limited. 

The limited train was relieved from 
its vigil by a freight train, and left 
Litchfield for Chicago at 2:15 a. m., an 
hour late. Other trains passed on side- 
tracks. When the town authorities pro- 
tested against the blockading of the 
street, an engine was placed on each 
side of the crossing, ready to back down 
on the laborers if they attempted to 
lay rails between those of the Wabash. 

Before the blockade which shut the 
Trolley laborers off from the Wabash 
track, they succeeded in laying rails 
across the Burlington tracks. west of 
the Wabash, and the Illinofs Central, 
one block east. The Big Four tracks 
which run east and west; while the oth- 
ers run north and south, have not been 
crossed, 

Two hundred and fifty men In special 
trolley cars arrived at 12:20 a. m. at the 
interurban terminus in Litchfleld, near 
the Burlington § track. They were 
equipped with appliances for quick lay- 
ing and the leaders were determined to 
get across the three railroad tracks be- 
fore dawn. 

The Burlington track was unguarded, 
and a large force of men began work 
there unmolested. 

Another division of men approached 
the Dlinois Central track, to find the 
regular watchmen reinforced by Pat- 
rick Sheehan, section foreman. The 
trolley laborers seized both men and 
locked them in the tool house near the 
track. A guard was placed over the 
two prisoners, and work was begun on 
the crossing. 

Lacal officers of the Wabash were no- 
tified by track walkers of the work be- 
ing done at the Illinois Central and Bur- 
lington tracks, and the evident intention 
to do the same at the Wabash crossing. 
They saw it would be useless to send 
two or three men against the Interur- 
ban force, and wired division headquar- 
ers for instructions. 

When the Limited arrived at 1:15, the 
station agent had orders for its conduc- 
tor to wait at Litchfield until released. 
The workmen were then finishing their 
task at the other two tracks, and were 
about to begin on the Wabash, which 
it was plain would be a more difficult 
job, as the Wabash tracks Gre inter- 
ing. 

They leaned on their picks, waiting 
for the train to proceed. But it stayed 
on the crossing, while trainmen swung 
red lanterns and passengers, wakened 
by the shouts of the waiting trolley la- 
borers, poked their heads from sleeping- 
cur windows. ia 

An hour later a freight train arrived 
froin the. north and as the limited 
pulled out for Chicago the caboose was 
bucked over the tracks before the track. 
layers could begin work. The freight 
train reinained until dawn. 

The workmen, unable to get at the 
track they desired to work on, gave 
their time to the roadway on each side 
of the Wabash. Before wn they had 


nearly completed the lines to the track 
which now remains as the break in the 


link. 

The laborers remained near the cross. 
ing to await a-chance to renew their 
work, after two engines were placed 
on guard. -

We 
have to go out frequently and raise 
money by personal appeals, and I tell 
you it is very hard—any reform move- 
ment is a hard thing to raise money 
on. I stay in it just for the good of 
the cause.

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Oct. 16.—The 
strained situation which has resulted 
from the refusal of Gov. Jeff Davis to 
sit at banquet with President Roosevelt 
if Gen. Powell Clayton, former Minister 
to Mexico, is also a guest, may be re- 
lieved today, when the committee in 
charge of arrangements for the recep- 
tion and entertainment of the Presi- 
dent meets to make final disposition of 
matters before it.

The Emperor cordia.ly received Baron 
Komura, and during the audience. 
which lasted over half an hour, it is be- 
lieved the Baron made a full verbal re- 
port to the Emperor of the course of the 
peace negotiations, emphasizing Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's efforts in behalf of 


peace. 

At the close of the audience the Em- 
neror bono.ed the Baron witl a written 
mrsonal message, —— prized by 
Japanese statesmen. message ex- 
pressed satisfaction at the fact that 
neace was concluded and commended 
Komura’s able services as shown dur- 
ing the negoitations.

And then at daybreak of a snow-bound winter’s morning it suddenly becomes 
emotional drama, with wistful minor strains from a muffled orchestra and 
the hero’s voice trembling fit to break your heart. 

I never saw its like before. 

Last night's audience at the Century enjoyed every moment of it. Laugh- 
ter was almost continuous from the first note of the fog-horn off Larchmont, 
N. Y., until—well, until the first note of the wistful minor-strain music. 
And then women furtively wiped their eyes and sympathized with the healed 
Villain—so that the play's finish was even more enjoyable than its start. 

I believe I know the secret of “Mrs. Leffingwell’s Boots."’ It's the most 
curious taste that has been on the dra matic palate for at least a generation. 

The Frohman company presenting this work is admirable. It comprises 
such artists as Grace Heyer, Dorothy Hammond. Jane Laurel, old Mrs. Adams, 
William Courtenay, Vincent Serrano, Louis Payne, Henry Harmon and Frank 
Burbeck. They act so genuinely as to deceive you into believing that the 
story in which they figure could actually have happened. Not even when 
pathos suddenly trips up the heels of farce do they lose their self-polise. 

Gus Thomas has written another su ccessful play in “Mrs. ‘Leffingwell's 
Boots.” I should like to have a heart-to-heart talk with him concerning it. I 
would beg of him to tell me the weird secret of its creation. For surely it 
has no parentage of precedent in plot or handling that I can identify. 


GROWN FOLKS REVEL IN TOYLAND. 


The heart of the earth keeps very young. A children’s show amused and 
delighted a big audience of grown-ups at the Olympic Theater Sunday night 
when “Babes in Toyland” returned for its second engagement. It is quite 
as pretty and showy as when it visited the Century last season, and the cast 
ig as good.
